Insurgent Forces Crack 
| Defence Line at Govern- 
ment Stronghold 


HENDAYE, France, March

Cavalry and infantry crossed the 
Cinca river under an artillery bar-

POINT OF ENTRY 

The point of entry was a short 
distance due south of Fraga, only 
15 miles from the city of Lerids, 
government stronghold and prov- 
incial capital. 

Other insurgent forces crossed 
the Cinca north of Frage. 

From the bluffs on the edge of 
the river valley, General Franco's 
Legions could see Lerida along the 
‘ame leading to Barcelona. 


The first Insurgent artillery shells 
began falling on Catalonian soi) 
shortly after 5 pm. (10 a.m. M.S.T.). 


DEFENDERS RETREAT 

Government fortifications six 
miles west of Fraga meanwhile were 
shattered and the defenders with- 
drew, leaving many casualties and 
dynamiting a bridge leading to 
Fraga, which is on the east bank 
of the Cinca. 

A thundering aerial bombard- 
ment destroyed strongly fortified 
positions between Candashon and 
Frago. Tanks ploughed through 
barbed wire entanglements while 
low-flying warplanes machine-gun- 
ned retreating Government troops.

Another Air Route Opened 


Mail schedules have been changed so 
hat now Edmonton-Whitehorse planes 
make good connections with Vancouver 
planes at Fort St. John. The trip by air 
from Edmonton to Vancouver, for pas- 
engers and mail, is thus reduced to one 
flay. This is another step, and ax important 
one, in the extension of air service in 
western Canada, and the enhancement of 
Edmonton’s position as an aviation centre. 

With regularly operating services now 
to the mouth of the Mackenzie, to the 
Yukon, and to the Coast, .1u scheduled 

services due to start soon from points in 
eastern Canada and the United States, 

dmonton’s place as one of the great air 
centres of Canada is assured, and rapidly 
changing from prospect to fact. And be- 
cause of the enormous distances covered 
by planes operating from here, some into 
territory where air service is indispens- 
able, the position of the city in respect to 
air transport has the promise of per- 
manence as well as prominence. 


How Many Members 


The legislature of Saskatchewan has 
been prorogued, after passing a redistri- 
bution bill which reduces the membership 
from 55 to 52. Eight of the present con- 
stituencies are to disappear, but five new 
ones are created, leaving a net reduction 
of three. 

The slash is a modest one, but so many 
reduction that 
when a legislature actually does the trick 
it invites attention. A British Columbia 
legislature once started to reduce and 
wound up with one more member than it 
had before. 

Only two of the nine provinces in Can- 
ada now have larger legislatures than Al- 
berta. Quebec has 90 members of the As- 
sembly and 24 members of the Legisla- 
tive Council, a total of 114 provincial legis- 
lators. Ontario has 90. Alberta comes 
next with 63. Then follow Manitoba with 
55, Saskatchewan 55, New Brunswick 48, 
British Columbia 47, Nova Scotia 30, and 
Prince Edward Island 30. Only three pro- 
vinces have ever reduced the numbers of 
their legisiators. British Columbia by one, 
WNova Scotia by 8, and Ontario by 22. 

No doubt Alberta could get along with 
a smaller legislature; any province could. 
Whether that would make for better ad- 
ministration, better legislation, or less tax- 
ation, is another matter. When all is said, 
this is a large province, with drastically dif 
jering conditions, and widely varied inter- 
ests and occupations. And what a legis- 
lature does is more important than how 
many members draw sessional indem- 
nities.

Doing Well 


Edmonton's street railway system had 
a deficit at the end of last year of $31,000, 
in round figures, after providing $73,000 
for renewals. Had no money been taken 
from revenue to meet renewals, there 
would have been a surplus of $42,000. 

Estimates for this year show a deficit 
of $76,000. But there is to be taken out of 
revenue $120,000 for renewals. Of this 
amount $70,000 is to be spent this year 
and $50,000 placed in wa reserve for future 
replacement work. If no money were to be 
taken from the earnings for renewals, 
there would be a prospective surplus for 
the year of $44,000. If only the amount to 
be spent on renewals this year were taken 
from this year’s revenue, there would be a 
deficit in prospect of only $26,000. 

These figures are highly reassuring as 
to the ability of the street railway to kee] 
going on the five cent fare. The revenuc 
exceeded the cost of operation last year by 
$42,000, and is expected to this make 
&@ somewhat better showing neigh-

@truction of the system is the item that 
turns the operating surpluses into over-all 
deficits. It is sound policy to make th 
railway pay the cost of renewing its equip- 
ment and trackage. But the fact that it i: 
meeting this cost has to be taken into 
account when the statement is made that 
the system is “not paying its way.”

Sweepstakes 


Canadians are law-abiding people in 
general, but when there is or seems to be 4 
chance to win a prize of $150,000 by in- 
vesting in a $2.50 ticket, a good many of 
them apparentiy fail to see why parlia- 
ment should say they mustn't take 
the flier. Every newspaper in the country 
has within the last few days published the 
name or names of one or more winners in 
the Grand National sweepstake. Since the 
sweepstakes are operated for the benefit 
of hospitals in Ireland, not of ticket-hold- 
ers in Canada, the inference is pretty di- 
rect that for every prize-winner there was 
a multitude of ticket-buyers. Nor is there 
room to doubt that more Canadians buy 
tickets with each recurring sweepstake. 

This is a development to which parlia- 
ment should give attention. There is no use 
continuing to pretend that the illicit traffic 
does not exist, or that it is only negligible 
in volume. On the published evidence of 
prize winners, it is already a fairly big 
business and is getting bigger every vear. 
To say those who buy tickets set them- 
selves against the law may be a statement 
of fact, but is by no means the whole truth 
of the matter. What must also be recog- 
nized is that they are not aware of injuring 
other people or the country by so doing, 
and-.do not see the justification of a pro- 
hibitory measure which applies to a trans- 
action directly concerning themselves only. 

No one except a gambler can want to 
encourage gambling. That is not the point. 
The “gambling” is going on, and going on 
in defiance of law, though without the 
motives or the results which make law- 
breaking a crime. And going on to an ex- 
tent that makes parliament look ridiculous 
in its pretended ignorance of the facts.

In view of the 
great step forward Basic has made in oter 
countries it is surprising that no serious attempt 
to go into the question of its use in India has been 
made before. There is general agreement that 
English may not keep the place it has so long 
had in the education system of this country. 
On the other hand English has at no time been 
used so widely as it is today. This tendency on 
the part of other countries to make use of Eng- 
lish is increasing, and because of it a working 
knowledge of the language is becoming neces- 
sary, not only for the Indian schoolchild but for 
everybody.—Times of India. 


Waiter Scott 


The name Walter Scott became, as the years 
went by, part of the western political tradition. 
It was a name that stood for ability, energy, 
knowledge of public affairs, administrative 
skill. Walter Scott, coming west as a young 
man, equipped only with the knowledge of the 
printing trade and the will to succeed, knew 
Saskatchewan in the days of the beginning of 
things. Tirelessly he set to work to play his 
part in the stirring drama of the opening up of 
a new country into which people were pouring 
and to help shape the political institutions 
through which the people would govern them- 
selves. He stood firmly for the things in which 
he believed; he was a hard fighter but fair. His 
political opponents might fight him, but every- 
where there was an appreciation of his ability. 
In a world where men trampled and jostled in 
the bringing forth of a new settled area he 
played a man’s part. 

Though the later years of Mr. Scott's life 
were obscured by the tragedy of ill-health his 
name never passed into eclipse. Among those of 
his generation there were always those to rise 
and recall the striking career of Walter Scott 

Something of the history of the west passes 
with the death of the former premier and a for- 
mer publisher of The Regina Leader. The 
record of his life is a brave story of a young 
Canadian who rose from humble circumstances 
to a place in the records of his nation.—Regina 
Leader-Post.

Canadians work, on an average, one day 
out of every four for the government. That 
is, according to experts, one-fourth of the na- 
tional income goes to government costs—Dom- 
inion, provincial and municipal.

It would mean minimum 
wage and hours of work laws must be nation- 
al. It would mean all sorts of reforms.

IF a centra! government at Ottawa would 
be as mindful of the West as of the East. IF it 
would, in return for debt control, supply cheap 
and abundant credit to te younger areas which 
are still in the development stage and need 
financing. IF it would handle the social ser- 
vices with the some thoroughness as local gov- 
ernments are now forced to handle them, IF— 
and the list is endless —Vancouver Sun.

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Your Health

While excessive gas is only a symptom it is 
capable of causing other symptoms which often 
bother the patient. For example, the pressure 
exerted by the accumulated gas may induce 
feelings of fulness or distention and the 
patient may say he is bloated, or simply that he 
is uncomfortable. An excessive amount of 
pressure from the stomach gas may bring 
about shortness of breath or a rapid beating of 
the heart. Both intestinal and stomach gas are 
capable of inducing pain, sometimes sharp 
enough to resemble colic. 


Gas or flatulence may also cause dreams 
and nightmares, belching, and various rumbling 
noises, The patient commonly reports that ac- 
cumulated gas affects the mental part of his 
being, causing him to feel anxious and uneasy. 
This effect is especially likely to be noticeable 
when the patient awakens from sleep with the 
abdomen so stretched and tight from excessive 
gas pressure that it is hard as a drum. 


Flatulence, or excessive gas, is not only 
present in people who consider themselves sick, 
but is also present in many who consider them- 
selves in average health. 

The individual troubled in this way gen- 
erally wants to know the cause of the excessive 
gas pressure. These causes may be listed as 
follows: First, over-eating of any food; second, 
wrong combinations of food; third, using foods 
which easily ferment because of their chemi- 
cal composition such as onions, garlic, dried 
beans, cooked cabbage and so on; fourth, the 
excessive use of sugars and starches; fifth, the 
habit of swallowing air; and sixth, eating too 
rapidly or eating when tired. 

Even after you have corrected all of these 
bad habits, you may still find yourself suffer- 
ing from flatulence for a time, which seems to 
be produced by an excessive quantity of the 
digestive juices. 

This over-secretion has resulted from years 
of dietetic indiscretion but after living accord- 
ing to good rules for some time, you will notice 
a gradual improvement as the digestive juices 
return to normal in amount. Do not be dis- 
couraged if the changes comes slowly, as the 
effect of years of bad habits can not be correct- 
ed within a few days. Be honest with yourself 
and persvere, and you will be rewarded finally 
with favorable results. 

There is a small amount of air or gas in 
the stomach at all times but it is only when 
this amount is increased, that flatulence has 
truly developed. Most people suffer from ex- 
cessive formation and accumulation of gas from 
the causes I have just outlined. Even after all 
food habits which are “not good” have been 
corrected, the patient usually finds that the 
flatulence continues for a time because of the 
presence of certain kinds of bacteria in the 
lower part of the digestive tube. It may take 
weeks to eliminate these bacteria which for a 
long time served the useful purpose of break- 
ing up the food materials eaten in excess or in 
bad combinations. 

The person who lives on an ordinary diet 
will harbor millions of bacteria, the sole pur- 
pose of which is to change food otherwise un- 
usable into substances which are harmless 
After living on a good regimen for a few weeks, 
the bacteria will diminish, but until this occurs, 
their presence will result in excessive gas.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION: Thelma W. inquires: “Could 
you give me some informaticn about the disease 
known as shingles? I have a skin eruption 
which looks like blisters and which is very 
painful. A neighbor says it might be shingles.” 

ANSWER: Shingles is the term popularly 
used for the disease Herpes Zoster, an inflam- 
matory skin disease producing groups of 
vesicles, which occur along the course of an 
inflamed nerve. The blisters are usually about 
the size of a split pea and these clusters follow 
the course of a peripheral nerve. As a general 
rule, this skin disease induces an extreme tend- 
erness and itching. There is a tendency for the 
vesicles to spread around the trunk like a girdle 
and it is this tendency which has given the dis- 
order its name, which appears to be derived 
from the Latin word “cingulum,” or girdle. I 
suggest that the best plan is for you to consult 
your doctor in order to secure a diagnosis. 

QUESTION: Kene writes: “What causes my 
hair to fall out so rapidly? I have tried all kinds 
of tonics but they do not seem to be beneficial. 
I have heard that ‘sweet oil’ is good. What do 
you recommend?” 

ANSWER: Be sure to use plenty of the 
green vegetables in your diet so that you can 
obtain natural food elements of calcium and 
silicon needed for hair growth. Next, have your 
scalp treated by radiations from the ultra-violet 
light. When your scalp has been sunburned by 
this treatment, wait a few days and then use 
applications of ice to your scalp twice daily, 
rubbing in some kind of vegetable oi] after- 
wards. You must first supply your blood with 
hair building material and then increase the 
circulation of your scalp so that the hair roots.

powerful enough to secure whatever rates it 
wanted. Business men would be at its mercy. 
With the invariable conflict between service and 
dividends, and without the good of competition 
to ensure efficient management, business men 
would know just what to expect. As intimated 
by the Brockville Recorder, published by Hon. 
G. P. Graham, former minister of railways, the 
present system is definitely in the interest of 
business men. “If,” it says, “a monopoly is 
allowed, either by the Government or by a 
privately owned line, the rates will go up and 
the service will go down.” 

When so much is said about the railway de- 
ficit—which may be expected to be reduced and 
eliminated within the time which would be re- 
quired for amalgamation—-we should remember 
that it is really worth # great deal to have a 
railway system conferring such advantage on the 
country. The deficit should not be felt to be such 
« burden, for Canada is getting a very good re- 
turn for its railway investment. 

Business men and others will serve their own 
interests and those of the country if they reject 
completely the arguments and appeals of the 
amalgamationists. Canada has a future, and it 
is not on the verge of disaster. Nor are its people 
going to deliver themselves completely into the 
hands of a huge private railway corporation, 
though its advocates say ic would be harmless 
wud beneficeut.—Winnipeg Free Press,

Italy’s Government 

Editor, Bulletin: In these times 
of political strife when we hear so 
much of dictatorships as well as so 
many blessings given to the party 
|system of government, allow me 
to give a few word of defence to 
| the system of government in Italy 
which many writers condemn withe 
out knowing what it is all about, 

Let me say at first that the Ital- 
ian patliament is the first corpora- 
| tive or occupational parliament in 
the world’s history. It is true it 
| does not recognize any party as we 
| know it. But it does recognize all 
}and every occupational group in 
the nation at large, which is as far 
in advance of the old system as day 
is to night. All interests in the 
country get their proper represen- 
tation. First comes the farmers 
with 46 members; the manufactur- 
ers with 31 members; industrial 
workers 26; the arts and journalism 
and porfessions by 82; the merch- 
ants 16; the bankers by 10; the 
land and internal transportation by 
11; and so on through all the 
groups, representing some phase of 
the national life. 


The Italian parliament of today 
is what it ought to be, an institu- 
tion intended for the transaction 
of the country’s business. From it 
some parliaments and congresses 
‘hat we know of might take a 
good lesson. Parliamentary govern- 
ment has not been suppressed. It 
has only been transformed. It acts 
for all classes not merely for one 
or two favored classes; not even 
for a plutocracy. 

In Italy Mussolini is daily 
preaching a return to the soil. He 
praises the Spartan virtues of the 
farmers and repeats eveywhere his 
prophecy that in a few years more 
Italy will give bread to all her 
people. Statistics show that at the 
beginning of the century the total 
output of farm products amounted 
to five billion lire, and by 1931 it 
had reached thirteen billion lire, 
| and at the end of 1937, it had reach- 
ed eighteen billions. 

Lest we criticize any nation or 
peoples too harshly let us remem- 
ber that a nation like an individual 
has its own personality. To thwart 
it is foolishness, and no less so is 
it to sneer at it. Our democracies 

(so called) are in a tail spin today. 
Let us not cast stones at others 
when our own house is in disorder. 

There is too much loose criticism 
today on the part of certain self- 
| elected leaders among us of Mus- 
| sOlinj and his government. Would 
to God that Canada could show 
anything like the progress seen in 
Italy during the past twenty years, 
material and cultural, Here is one 
item: Canada with a population of 
ten million has at its service ten 
expensive governments, any one of 
which is costing our tax-ridden 
| people more than the one Italian 
government does in administering 
| the affairs of fifty million people, 
| Think it over.

| OTTAWA, March 28.-~Parlia- 
mentary government is “based on 
the union of minds and hearts, 
while all dictatorships are based 
on military domination, concen-

| Hon. Ernest Lapointe, minister of 
| justice, declared here Saturday, 
| “Unless I am greatly mistaken,” 
| the Minister said, “Camadians will 
| never abdicate their freedom and 
will always remain the masters of 
| their own minds.” 

Addressing a luncheon meeting of 
the Canadian Club on “The Human 
Side of Public Life,” Mr. Lapointe, 
who recently completed 34 yetrs in 
| parliament, recounted a long series 

of incidents observed in his carcer 
at home and abroad, and kept a 
record-breaking audience in con- 
| stant laughter. 

| Touching bricfly upon the more 
serious aspects of politics and 
government, the minister defend- 
ed party politics which, he ob- 
served, “many despise.” 

Administration of a country re- 
quired the resources and abilities 
of its leading citizens. He recalled 


that at one time any description of | 


a good citizen included reference to 
his lack of interest in politics. 


“That definition 1s perhaps admis- 
sable under an autocratic govern- 
ment,” the minister said, “but it is 
| painfully deplorable in a democ- 
racy, because a good citizen has to 
be interested in the welfare and 
destiny of his country. 

“True the party system is not 
perfect. It has merits and disad- 
vantages but I believe it is the only 
practical form of government

packet of radium unless it goes to 
the bottom of the sea or some other 
inaccessible place. There is now 
}a “hen” that will find it 

Eight years ago radium valued 
at $6,000—just a few milligrs 
| was lost at the Royal Infirmary, 
Newcastle. It had been thrown into 
a receptable containing used dress- 
ings and sent to the hospital incin- 
erator. The cinders from this in- 
| cinerator were deposited on a path 
in the hospital grounds 

When the doctors discovered what 
| had happened they took some 
crude instruments and managed to 
recover a minute particle. They 
gave up hope of finding any more. 

Recently the infirmary bought @ 
new instrument for detecting rad- 
jum which wes promptly nick- 
named “the hen” because of he 
clucking noise it makes when it 
locates the metal. The nearer the 
radium the faster the clucking 
The doctors took the “hen” out 
to the cinder path and one of them 
adjusted the heed phones which 
form part of the apparatus. He 
was deligted to hear a faint cluck- 
ing and, by and by, on the “hot 
and “cold” principle of the old 
nursery game, located @ milligram 
of the radium. Further search 
continued for a week and in the end 
the whole of the missing radium, 
| eight milligrams in all, was re- 
covered,
